TINI cultivation of mushrooms is really 
a matter of "ancient history" in France, 
The people ar** sn fond of them and 
find them so nutritious a* well as profit­ 
able that very few Frenchmen are so 
poor as to be obliged to do without their 
beloved vegetable. 
Notwithstanding the antiquity of the 
mash room it la, even in thee** days of 
enlightenment, ■ 
mystery. 
N*»b*»dy, 
save a few savant*, knows much about 
it, but everybody in Franoe knows that 
it can be made to grow in almoat any 
quantity desired. 
The mushroom loves a place that is 
pool, damp and dark, and it is for this 
reason that the mushroom la almost in­ 
variably cultivated in subterranean ex­ 
cavations throughout France. 
In the dejjartment of tbs Seine there 
are over 8,000 of these caves, and in 
them live atmut 800 j>eople—"* ham- 
pignrmist*." who rarely si-e the day­ 
light 
The descent into these caves is 
by way of rope ladder* 
One of the most interesting sights 
around Parts is the subterranean exes 
vatican where this vegetable is raised. 
Some of the caves are nothing more or 
leas than tunnels, while others ar** ex­ 
hausted stone quarries, quite a number 
of them extending under tho streets of 
the city. 
These caves have to tie spe­ 
cially prepared for their w*owth, anil 
great care and attention

The temperature vanes but little in 
summer, and only climatic influences, 
that ia a very wet or very dry Banana, 
more than one of heat or cold, tends to 
affect the daily production of the beds.

is attained. In about three months from 
the time the bed is prepared they begiu 
to hear and when once started continu­ 
ously bring forth large quantities each 
day, regulated more or leas according It)

The sightseer in Dublin who fails to 
visit T rinity college and spend a day 
among the treasures preserved in th* 
great museum belonging to thut in 
stitution makes th** mistake of his lift 
In that museum there are hundreds of 
thousands of relics, but tile one in which 
most people take the greatest interest is 
the harp which once belonged to Brian 
Boroihme, or Brian Boro, us he is must 
commonly called. 
Brian Born was th* 
Irish monarch who was killed in the 
great battle at Clontarf in the year 
1014 A. D. Brian left his harp and his 
crown to his sou Don ugh, who succeed 
ed as king* Boon after Douagh was de 
posed by a warlike nephew and was 
forced to retire to Rome. 
He took his 
father's orown and harp w ith him, ami 
they wert* kept in the Vatican collection 
for several centuries, the crown, which 
is of massive hammered gold, being still 
numbered among the popv’s treasures 
The harp, however, was stmt to Henry 
VHI, and he presented it to the hist 
earl of Clanricarde. It. was deposited in 
the museum mentioned in the opening 
iu the year 1873. The harp is 83 inches 
high and of good workmanship, tin 
carving on the oak frame being equal to 
anything that could be done today. 
It 
is well preserved and does not look to 
be an instrum ent upward of 1 , 0 0 0 years 
old.—Bt. Louis Republic.

BLACK ART A PITTS. 


STRANGE FEATS OF MEDICINE MEN 
OF KINGS ISLAND. 


B rin g in g th e (ten d Merit to L ife b g rn Few

“ The strangest island in the w orld," 
laid Captain M. J. Healy of the J ’niP d 
States steamer Bear in the Occidental 
hotel, "is Kings island. 9,fl<>0 miles 
northwest of here and 130 mile* off the 
rottat of Siberia. 
" I t lu*s alm ost in the m iddle of B* 
ring strait, almost equidistant from the 
Asiatic and American shored. 
It is in­ 
habited by 188 of the queerest people I 
ever set eye# upon. 
The inhabitants 
rom prise men, women and children of 
all ages, and Iwniri**# thew* there art* nu­ 
merous dogs of all degreed except high 
"T he island is little more than a rock 
liking out of the storm tossed waters of 
the ever turbulent strait. It is about 
mile long and half a mile wide, and its 
sides are sn precipitous th at they sr* 
like cliffs. 
‘‘Almost in the m iddle of the island 
and at the south side is an indentation 
made by the rushing waters. 
This is 
expanded into a faun* Hike hole, reach­ 
ing into the island and out at the top at 
an angle approxim ating 60 degree* The 
hole is 180 fret deep, and during stormy 
w eather the natives letdow n a rope and 
dreg up the seals, walruses and other 
sea anim als which they have taken. 
" I t is on these anim als that the na­ 
tives subsist 
They are very ex|*ert in 
taking them, as well as great whales, 
which they do not fear to att ark, and 
in fact secure as trophies of their prow' 
ess. 
They hunt all these anim als in 
their kyak#—boats so stout and skill­ 
fully made that, though they are often 
tossed over and over by th s surf, they 
are never wreck**d and are speedily 
righted. 
The boatmen sit w ith their 
feet in holes iu the boats, clad in w'ater 
tight w alrus skins. 
These boats will 
put off successfully where the ordinary 
boat would not live a minute. 
"B u t about th** catch of these w alrus­ 
es and other anim als and the strange 
island. 
Tho natives have scooped oat 
queer receptacles on both side# cif the 
entrance on the ledge. Then** are so cool 
that they are natural refrigerators, and 
in these they store the bodies of the ani­ 
mals for future use. 
There are about 


2 0 of these receptacles or natural re­ 
frigerators, and there is nearly always 
a supply of m eat in them , so that tho 
chances of starving at any tim e are com 
paratively scare**. 
"O n the right side of the Island above 
is the village of the Indians. 
It is a 
queer town, whose m iniature houses are 
made of w alrus skills, stretched on light 
frames. Th** ground is so rough that the 
little skin abode# are ranged one above 
the other, like hou#** in a m ining camp 
on a m ountain side. 
In the distance 
they look sm all and fragile, but they 
are full of people and active as beehives. 
From the tossing waves where the 
bear Jay the ratacom blike refrigerators 
and the village presented a novel ap­ 
pearance. 
"T h e island, although a sort of re­ 
public in its government, is ruled by a 
few medicine men, each of different de- 
green of importance. 
The 
medicins 
men hold their positions by their re­ 
m arkable feats of legerdemain. 
Many 
people have gone to see Ilerrnm un and 
Blitz also in his lifetim e and 
have 
wondered at tho feats they huve seen 
them perform. 
B ut I undertake to say 
that none of these professors of the black 
art 
has performed more 
marvelous 
things than I have seen these barbarian 
medicine men do there. 
“ For instance, I have seen one of 
these medicine men take a man and lay 
him on a table and take a big knifi* and 
stick it right into him to the handle. 
The man would w ritho, turn pale, gasp 
aud die. Then the medicine man would 
w ithdraw tho knife, go through a few 
incantations, fumble over the victim, 
and in a moment he w oald get up and 
go about, sound as ever. 
" I huvo also seen them pluck out rab­ 
bits, birds and other forms of animal 
life from impossible places. They would 
do things before your eyes that were 
marvelous to us and to all the natives, 
for of course the natives believe im plic­ 
itly in the supernatural powers of their 
medicine man. 
"B u t the strangest tiling I saw hap­ 
pened on board my Bb ip one day. There 
were about IOO of these natives aboard. 
One of the natives, a girl, fell down 
w itli a hemorrhage and vomited blood 
all around. 
The blood came from her 
lungs in streams. 
She was lying there 
on the deck as palo as death, and I 
thought that she would die there, so I 
rushed a limn off to get Dr. Yeomans, 
the Beur’s surgeon. 
Before the doctor could get there 
the chief medicine man rushed oat, and, 
going to the girl, ho blew first into one 
ar and then into the other, and then 
(appal her on the chin, and she got up 
and was all right again, and she begun 
dancing around on the ship as healthy 
and active as though there had never 
been the least thing the m atter with 
ber. 
And m ark you, this w asn’t two 
m inutes from the time she had hemor­ 
rhages. 
I never saw anything so m ar­ 
velous in my life. 
There was all the 
blood before me on the ship te a 
"T he strange rock in the sea which is 
the abode of these natives is about 30 
miles from Fort Clarence. 
I relieved 
them twice when they bad through in- 
fortuitous circumstances been bordering 
on starvation. ” —Ban Francisco Call.

Arc Pretty Legends of dong 
Story About Its Fruit. 
Concerning the rich fruit of the lotus, 
which grew luxuriantly in the Nile, 
many charm ing legends have been told. 
It was believed that it was so delightful 
th at those who ate of it woald never 
leave the s]>ot where it grew, bat for it 
would abandon home and friends to 
sp* lid their lives iii a dream of serene 
delight. 
Homer, in the Odyssey, men 
tious the lotus eaters, who lived 01 1 the 
northern coast of Africa, and records 
their attempts to detain the followers 
of Ulysses by giving them the fruits of 
the lotus to eat, so that they should 
never wish to leave the spot when* it 
grew. 
The same poe tical idea is known to 
the Arabs, who call it the “ fruit of des­ 
tin y ," which is to be eaten in paradise, 
and it is on this foundation that Tenny­ 
son built his charm ing poem of the 
"L otus E aters.” This mythical lotus 
has bet'ii identified by several botanists 
w ith that indigenous to Tunis, which is 
a thorny shrub, w ith berries of the size 
of an olive. 
Mungo Park found a species of lotus 
in Central America beuriug berries of a 
delicious taste, which, on being dried 
and pounded, made very wholesome 
aud pleasant bread. 
The lotus fruit 
found in Tunis has a st A mlatmg, a l­ 
most intoxicating effect, audit is there­ 
for* probable that this plant furnished 
the foundation of the ancient legends. 
Tin sacred lotus of the Egj'ptians wa* 
a fine Aquatic plant, dedicated to Osiris 
aud Isis and regarded in Egyptian de­ 
lineations as signifying the creation of 
the world. Distinct from this lotus was 
that kuown us the blue lotus of the 
Nile, also a sacral plant. 
Both these 
species of lotus occur frequently as re­ 
ligious symbols aud decorations in tile 
temples.—Public Opinion.
